Hopfs the Radicals are Rid of the 
Whics. 

His Hopes and Caloulations tor the 
Future. 

Nkw YORK, Aug., I, — Henry Hahou- 
chere, telegraphs to the World »h fol- 
lows on the British political situation: 
Home Rule, 1 believe bus not carried 
the country because of tactical errors 
iu the inoele of ils presentment The 
country was neither strongly opposed 
to it nor strongly enthusiastic for it. It 
was the riding that lost us the race, 
not the horse, 1 say this with no de- 
sire to detract from Mr. Gladstone's 
eminent abilities, for it is rare that a 
great statesman, full of the idea which 
he believes will consolidate anueinpire 
and weld together the races compris- 
ing it, can bring his mind down to tac- 
tical exigencies. Mr. Gladstone's cob 
leaguas wen- either theorists or men 
not well disposed to him, while his 
whips were raw and new, and conse- 
quently lacked that experience in par 
I jam en tary electoral without whichmere 
good intentions are of no avail. 

Il is, however, no use crying over 
spilled milk, ft is an ill wind that 
blows no good. For the nonce we have 
got rid ni the Whigs. If we get rid of 
them for good, and this be the conse- 
quence of their present secession, our 
permanent gain will be greater than 
our temporary loss of an election. If 
democracy is lo be a reality, it jnust 
free itself forever from the folda of the 
Whigs' wet blanket. The struggle be- 
tween the masses and the privileged 
class with their dependents has, as Mr. 
Gladstone told us, commenced. The 
masses despise all half hearted policy. 
Between Conservatives and Radicals 
led by Whigs they see little distinction. 
To gain the masses il is necessary to 
strike deep. Great popular reforms are 
not carried with rose water. In the 
eyes of the peoplo there is very little 
difference between the Tory and the 
Whig gang. 

The Radical cause will never prevail 
until we Wave a radical programme. 
An alliance with the Wings weakens' 
and emasculates us. The Conserva- 
tive workiiigman Is the result of the 
workingraan's contempt for our not 
being radical enough to suit him. We 
have lost many counties becan.se we 
had no plan to put an end to the vile 
land laws that, make the agricultural 
laborers slaves of the squire, of tho 
farmer and of the parson, becausc> the 
"cow and three acres" bud led to 
nothing. When I think that the Rad- 
icals are in the majority in the coun- 
try, and see year after year pass by 
without the hideous abuses and injust- 
ices that are rife, I eing swept away 
root and branch, 1 am utterly disgusted 
with politics, and feel inclined lo take 
passage in the first ship that hails to 
America. The elections, it is true, 
have gone against us. No one is a i 
more sincere ad inner of Mr. Gladstone 
than I, but 1 never regarded him as a 
great parliamentary tactician. Nothing 
surprises me more than that, he should 
have acquired the reputation of being 
one. Tactically lie made every mistake j 
it was possible in his plan of cum- 1 
paign. 

Nkw V'okk, August .'!. — Tht World's I 
London cablegram says: The hest men I 
in the Conservative ranks view the 
promotion of Lord Randolph Church- 
bill with doubt. They wish at least 
that it had been deferred till the back 
of the Irish (|Ue)stion had been broken 
and Gladstone had retired from politi- 
cal life. They fear a serious blunder 
or mistake on the part of their new 
leader will bring back Gladstone and 
the Liberals into power sooner than 
they bad the slightest reason to antici 
pate one week ago <>u the Liberal 
side the selection of Lord Randolph 
Churchill has been received partly with 
delight. When Gladstone first hoard 
of it he said something about t he degra 
dation of the House of Commons. The 
rank and tile of the party are disposed 
to treat bind Randolph Churchill's 
advancement as nil affront to tliem 
selves. They appear to think it is a 
kind of political profanation for their 
own pure and spotless chief to be bin-- 
coedud bv a person whom they have 
always regarde I an a political mounte- 
bank of (he worst type. Looking at 
the mutter as il aflects their party 
prospects, thev urn inclined to regard 
Lord Randolph's appointment with 
more approval. When Sir William 
Harcourt heard of it, lie chuck-led and 
saitl: "We shall be back in six months." 
Undoubtedly the folding is, that Lord 
Randolph will in a few months irrepar- 
ably cripple the Government and his 
own party.

Fanners who have wheat to sell, can 
afford to watch the operations of gam- 
blers in grain who are likely to run 
short in the next two months, when 
the winning side will put up prices, and 
farmers can then sell with profit. 

Adulteration of foods is carried to 
the point when every article needs a 
certificate of character, and dealers 
have moral sense no perverted that 
they stand ready to guarantee purity 
when they know that what they sell 
is counterfeit.

THE COLOR LINE. 

Tho sacred records tell that Moses mar- 
rieil an Ethiopian woman, and that Aaron 
and Miriam having dared to apeak ayainst 
hint on that account were severely re- 
buked, and the sister smitten with lop- 
rosy on account of it. That was more 
than throe thousand years ago, but the 
circumstances attending the luts 
bar dinner in St. John, N. B., 
showed that the color line had 
not ceaead to be a line of social de- 
marcation and controveniy. Very few 
matters of disagreement have laHted 
lunger, despite what must bo looked upon 
by religious poople as a very emphatic de- 
liverance of the Supreme Tribunal so lont; 
ago. The controversy in ono form has 
been again obtruded on public notice by 
the action of Mr. D. L. Moody, the liotod 
evangelist, who is now in the southern 
states, and has consontod to tho exclu- 
sion of colored persons from his meetings. 
Mr. Moody did not, it is true, propose to 
shut the colored people out from the pri- 
vilege of attending religious sorvicos, but 
consented to address Lhem separately. Of 
course this deference of Mr. Moody to 
the racial .prido and prejudice of tho 
soutnern aristocracy could not pass un- 
challenged, aa it ought not. Rev. Mr. 
Orimke of Jacksonville, Florida, a Pres- 
byterian clergyman, has written a sting- 
ing letter to tho Now York Independent, 
dealing with the great evangelist's action, 
lie reminds Mr. Moody that Christ re- 
cognized no distinction of raco, condition 
or color, and that his democratic views in 
that regard provoked the fury of the 
Jewish aristocracy. Mr. (Irimko con- 
tends, with much reason, that for a pas- 
ding popularity's sake with the whites 
Mr, Moody practically aaid to them: "Your 
treatment of the negro, in excluding him 
from your churches, cars and steam- 
Ijuuta is perfectly right." Whereas it wob 
his duty to have said: "Your exclusion 
of the negro is all wrong, and cannot be 
tolerated m far as my meetings are con- 
cerned." He closes his letter with this 
passage: 

Perhaps in the future Mr. Moody may 
learn thattlod is no respecter of persons; 
that of one blood he has made all raoeo of 
men: that Christ died for all men alike, 
and that the soul of the negro is as pre- 
cious in his sight as that of the white 
man. 

Very few p arsons in Canada will dis - 
sent from tiiiB view of the case, and many 
will regret that Mr. Moody has taken a 
very narrow view of his duty. 

RUSSIA'S DESIGNS, 

ll is said that Russia has never display- 
ed so much naval energy and strength as 
at present.. The Batnum incident, the 
opening of a new dock at Sebastopol, and 
the construction of several new and pow- 
erful vessels are all evidences that her 
ambition is now directed towards obtain- 
ing control of the Black sea. According 
to the New York Times, "she has now 
either under construction or just built, at 
great cost, ten men-of-war. One of 
these, the Tohesme, is 339$ feet long, O'J 
feet broad and 26A feet deep, with a dis- 
placement of 10,181 tons. It haB 18 
inches of armour, and will carry six 12- 
incli «uns, bemdo ten machine guns and 
torpedo apparatus. The Sinopo, Cathar- 
ine II, and one more heavy ironclad of 
this type, are destined for the I'.laok sea, 
and two gunboats of 1,224 tons each for 
the same service were recently laid down, 
itussia also has building throe fast me- 
dium-armoured, heavily armed cruisers 
for the Baltic — the Admiral Naclaimofl, 
Admiral Arkas and Alexander II.— of 8,- 

000 tons displacement, besides tho two 
torpedo raniB, Yityaz and ilinda." It 
looks as though these preparations por- 
tended some special dcBign against the 
peace of Europe on the part of Russia, 
which may be disclosed at any moment. 
It is fortunate for Britain that a conseria- 
tive government now has control nf her 
affairs. We may rest assured that tho 
dignity and interests of the empire will be 
lirmly maintained, como what may. 

ON EX A MPLED PROSPE1UTY. 

The earniiiy« of the Canadian Pacific 
railway continue to disappoint the pessi- 
mists and croakers who predicted that the 
expense of operating the road would far 
i-xceed the income for many years after 

1 ho completion of the work. The Mon- 
treal <>a/.ette says the last year the net 
profits exceeded all fixed ohargea by nearly 
u quarter of a million dollars, and this 
year the results promise to bo still more 
satisfactory. In the month of June lust 
i he gross receipts reached $896,923 0), 
and the working expenses $fil!),47:i 42, 
leaving a not profit of $376,449.59, as 
against a net profit of $283,490.95 in the 
corresponding month last year, or a gain 
of $92,058. In the first six mouths of 
the current year, January to Juno, the 
yrosB earnings have been $4,160,342.98, 
operating expenses $2,800,727.93, and 
i he nut profits $1,293,615 05, as against 
not profits of $1,114, 407. 96 in the first 
half of 1885, again of $170,207.0!). The 
itosh earnings fur- June of this year in- 
clude nothing for carriage of construction 
material, while last year $70,5-18 was in- 
eluded. The month of July it may have 
heoii noticed did not. in some weeks show 
so largo an increase in gross receipts over 
luui your as some preceding months, the 
i>hhoii being that in July 1H85 tho troops 
were transported back from the North- 
west, and a large item ot revenue thus 
created.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 10. — T. D. Sullivan, 
member of parliament for Dublin, at a 
meeting of tho national league held here 
to-day, made a speech in which ho main- 
tained that until the tenants in Ireland 
had sufficient food and clothing for them- 
selves and their families, their landlords 
could have no just claim to rent. Sulli- 
van counselled the Irish poople to act 
according to tho law of self preservation, 
which he reminded thotn was the m at law 
of nature. The Helfaat rioting, ho ar- 
gued, was baBod upon prejudice and feel- 
ing that had grown up under tho encour- 
aging influence of "foreign misrule," and 
was of a nature utterly at variance with 
the real Irish people. The trillion's speech 
on tho reassembling of parliament will 
be of remarkable brevity. Beyond refer- 
ence to foreign relations probably no sub- 
ject of importance will bo touched on, 
and tho speech will bo confined to the 
business of the session . 

Owing to rainy weather in Russia during 
the past fortnight grain is rotting in the 
tieldn and farmers are greatly depressed.

UNITED STATES. 

San Francisco, Cal ,Aug. 10 —Twenty 
pounds of opium, valued at $.'125, was 
seized in the steamer Mexico, soon after 
her arrival from Victoria and Port Town- 
send to-day. The drug was found in u 
package Bent through Wells, Fargo & Co.'s 
express to Haw Kee A Uo . It is claimed 
that the opium came from Port Town- 
send, and hence was not liable to duty, 
but as it was unstamped it waB taken un- 
der the provision that authorizes the 
seizure of ail opium not bearing the nec- 
essary stamps. 

The consular district over which tho 
British consul in this city has jurisdiction 
has recently been enlarged so as to embrace 
the states of Culifomia, Oregon and Nevada, 
and the territories of Washington, Idaho, 
Utah and Arizona.

A TRUCE CALLED. 

Bel lasl the Scene ol One of the 
Most Blood-thirsty Riots 
on Record. 

Women jiimI Children Acting 
Like Demons Assist in Hie 
Piglll— Two More Men Miol — 
The l'oliee Ke^ni'ded «s Hie 
People's Deadly Foes. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist.) 
BELFAST, Aug. 10. — Temporary quiet 
has boon restored; thanks to the tactical 
distribution of the military forces. Tho 
persons wounded in tho riot are making 
tine progress toward recovery; except in- 
spector Hull, af tho lloyal Irish Constab- 
ulary, who is dying. Inquests are being 
held on the bodies of those killed, and 
tho funerals of some of the victims will 
bo held to-day. Several persona were 
wounded in tho riot at Springfield this 
morning. 

Five thousand troops and 2500 con- 
stables occupy the disturbed districts. 
Tho presence of tho police tends to in- 
crease, instead of suppress, the disorder. 
The Protestants declare tho Catholics 
were the aggressors by wrecking a pro- 
testant's house while the Catholics 
are Usually certain tho protestants 
wore the aggressors. t*f one thing there 
is no doubt, never did two mobs of differ- 
ent religions display a more bloodthirsty 
desire to kill or maun each oilier. Dur- 
ing the lighting on Sunday and Monday, 
when the powder Jriti short the viragos 
on both sides with ll.it irons and imple- 
ments ground large grains of large blast 
ing powder into a sine suitable for small 
arms, while boys under aye melted lead 
intu bullets and slugs. While 
the rioters were tiring youths and wo- 
men stood behind them busily loading 
the spare guns in older to prevent waste of 
lime. The fusilade lasted until II o'clock 
yesterday evening, when the ammunition 
gave out and a tacit truce ensiled, both 
sides removing the dead mid wounded to 
their homes. Both sides are doing their 
utmost to hide their losses. On Monday 
the Protestants received it welcome dona- 
tion of 25 titles and much ammunition from 
(he Bally Maccaret sympathizers, while the 
Bally N'ubet nationalists sent the 
Catholics a supply of auimuuitiou and 

many revolvers of the type called 
"sweethearts." A plcntitude ol weapons 
will conatit ute tho gravest" danger in tho 
future. There is a general demand, from 
house to house, to search for arms. A 
visitor who has been studying the cause 
of tho riots, writes that it is useless mine- 1 
ing matters. The police have fired upon 
and slain people from panic if not from 
villdictiveness. People have friends 
dead or dying and it is worse than useless 
to say they want to attack only the po- 
lice. The latter now represent 
the peoples' deadly death-deal- 
ing enemies. Friends and neighbors 
of the killed and wounded all regard the 
police us foes. Their hare presence is 
a terror to be repulsed and excludes the i 
idea of wantonness. This is now the 
great supreme difficulty. Numerous com- i 
plaints havo been made i f behavior of 
the police. One citizen says that while 1 
going homo through a <|uiut street ho was j 
stopped by sovoral constables, who rudely 
searchod him, ordered him to give an ac- 
count of himself, and then imperatively : 
commanded him to go homo at once. | 
Another writes that live constables who j 
drifted into a respectable tobacconist's shop, 
upon seeing a pouch engraved with the I 
likeness of Chamberlain, Iluug it down, ' 
cursing Chamberlain for "going agaiuti 
them ." Cue of tbi in, addressing a lady I 
behind a counter, said, "You're afraid of i 
Tipperary boys. I put six bullets into an i 
Orangeman lasl night, and I'll give them 
double to-night . If I bad my own way I | 
wouldn't leave one ." Maurice llealy, M. 
P . for < 'ork city, has been instructed on, 
behalf of the widow of Constable Gardner, j 
who was kilied during the Orauge riotH 
here, to claim from the city an indemnity 
of $10,000 for his death, 

About o o'clock this afternoon two men 
were shot, by disorderly persons in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. One of the men 
was shot while in a Catholic cemetery at- 
tending the funeral of a victim of the re- 
cent riot. Special constables are being 
enrolled and the military are taking the 
place of the people. A fund is being 
opened for the relief of the families of tho 
killed. 

DfHLl.v, Aug. 10. — The Gazette an- 
nounces that Belfast and Londonderry 
have again been proclaimed. There has 
been no more rioting in Belfast up to mid- 
nignt to-night. Mr. Miggar, in o speech 
before a Catholic committee, said that the 
justices and the Protestant clergy of Bel- 
fast, encouraged rioting and acted unjust- 
ly. The mayor of Belfast, he said, ought 
to be put in the dock as a criminal. 

The magistrates dealt severely with tho 
rioters, who gere triad to day. Through- 
out tho day and evening sullen crowds 
gathered on tho streets A desire to ro 
now the rioting was evident, but the fear 
of troops prevented an outbreak. The 
Queen's Island man rejected the magis- 
trate's appeal to return to their homes in 
small bodies instead of compact crowds. 
They carried a good supply of missiles 
for use in the event of being attacked. 
Youths and girls continue to indulge in 
rowdyism. The clergymen ol all creeds 
aro visiting the worst districts in the city, 
and are trying to persuade the people to 
preserve peace Shops and other business 
places in tho city remain open as usual. 
Notice has been served on wholesale 
spirit and beer dealers, warning them 
that tho penalty of .L10 will be inllieted 
for selling drink for consumption in the 
vicinity of thoir premises.

What an liivcsti|rntiitts Com- 
mittee Did and what a 
Spiritual Medium Maw. 

The Cormorant street house which has 
tho reputation of being haunted was the 
theatre of rather an exciting scone on 
Monday night when Mr. Colby, the trance 
medium, and three other visitors formed 
themselves into an investigating commit- 
tee and undertook to unravel the 
DERP AN 11 DARK MYSTERY 
which hangs in, over and around tho 
place. They were courteously received 
by the inmates and invited to enter. In 
response to inquiries tho lady of tho house 
mentioned the various circumstances 
which had led her up to the belief that 
the house ia the abode of a spirit who is 
so anxious to explain to mortals tho 
"deep damnation of his taking off," that 
he cannot rest in his grave until justice 
bus been meted out to his slayer. 
While the party conversed three 
very audible raps were heard on the wall; 
but on other symptom of uneasiness was 
manifested. Finally, Mr. Colby and his 
friends wore invited into a room and 
seated themselves. Thou the lights were 
turned down very low and all sat with 
bated breath to await. 

TUB Al'l'KAKANCK OF THK K VI HIT. 
For several minutes no sign was made, 
and those present had begun to think that 
spirits were not in season, when suddenly 
Mr. Colby exhibited symptoms of being 
controlled. These symptoms at lirst took 
the form of convulsive twitching of tho 
arms and legs and deep drawn sighs. 
Then the spirit began to speak through 
the medium, wlmeo eyes wore tightly 
closed. He ti rut described himself as a 
man o foot 8 inches tall, slightly stooped 
at the shoulders, with a broad, high fore- 
head, on which there was a deep scar. 
Mis hair, black and unkempt ; his chin 
whiskers black, slightlyflecked withgiay, 
his lace careworn and troubled; one hand 
crippled and minus the third tinger. Tho 
initials of his name were 
"H. II." 

But his full name ho would not give - at 
present. He said he came into that house 
many years ago, one evening after dark 
and hung his hat and overcoat on the hat 
rack. lie then passed along the dark 
hall towards his room when he was sud- 
denly stabbed to the heart and died al- 
most instantly. His body was carried 
outside and buried near the house at lirst;

Sir John Itl;i4'<lomild ami the 
Worklnirmen. 

Yesterday morning Conn. Robertson, 
chairman of the Workingmen's meeting, 
and a number of members of the parly, 
waited upon Sir John Macdonald and 
presented tho following resolution which 
was passed at tho recent public meeting: 

'iV.so/ie,/, That this meeting appoint a 
delegation of representative wnrkmgmen 
to wait upon Sir .John A. Macdonald, to 
tender a hearty welcomo to Sir John and 
Lady Macdonald; also to trive Sir John 
the assurance of our con lid Mice and our 
appreciation of his great ability, and the 
value of the great services he has rcndei- 
ed to Canada, and especially to British 
Columbia. 

The deputation was received with much 
cordiality oy Sir John, who staled that 
tho conservative party had always en 
deavored to promote the interoats of the 
workingmen. tlo oould not, however, at 
present support the total exclusion of the 
Chinese from this province, it would be 
unconstitutional, and interfere with the 
building up of the great Asiatic trade 
which he believed would bo brought 
about in a short time through tho Cana - 
dian Pacitic railway. He fully sym- 
pathized with the heads of families, who 
claimed to be so seriously injured by the 
effects of Chinese labor. 

A member of the delegation having 
pointed out to tho premier the almost im 
possibility of obtaining employment for 
boys in consequence of ao many of the 
avenues of industry being tilled by 
Chinese, Sir John said he thought, with 
the proper enforcement of the present 
Chinese Restriction Act, the number of 
Chinese would not increase to any ap 
preciable extent; and that the largo in 
crease of our white population which was 
euro to take place in a few years would 
render the presence of the Chinese lets 
injurious. He also referred to the charge 
made that a certificate issued to one 
Chinaman was uuide to do duty for a 
half-dozen, and said that was a matter 
that could bo remedied by tho executive 
officers.

Webb Committed to Stand II is 
Trial. 



The case of Christopher Webb, on re- 
mand from the IHhiust., charged with at- 
tempted murder, was resumed yesterday. 

Miatthew Stewart deposed that he had 
heon living at Webb's house and knew 
Benjamin Turner, who had been living 
there too, Mot Turner down town on 
the night of the 4th. He was drunk or 
pretty near it; he wont into Webb's house 
ahead of me. 1 was standing at the door 
and the lirst thing 1 knew was hearing 
Mrs. Webb shout, '-look out, he's got a 
pistol." I could not see what passed un- 
til I saw Turner and Webb scollle; then 
hoard tho pistol go off; after that the po- 
lice came and arrested Webb; the shoot- 
ing occurred inside a couple of seconds; 
saw the pistol in Webb's hand when it 
wont oil'; do not think he intended to 
shoot Turner; know there has been jeul- 
ousy between Turner and Webb; hoard 
no conversation between them; Turner 
took the pistol from Webb, and hid it in 
the tiro- place; I think the pistol produced 
is the one Webb lired with.

Do 
you remember us quarrelling.

Prisoner Didn't 1 tell him to clear out 
and not darken my doors / 

Witness- -Ves, 1 believe you did. 

Prisoner - Have you ever known me to 
show a jealous disposition previous to that 
occasion. 

Witness— No; I never have You have 
always treated Turner and his children 
kindly. I never, before ihe night you 
were arrested, heard you threaten t urner; 
on the 4th of July hoard Turner demand 
his money from Mrs. Webb; remember 
you saying at the time, '•< »h, you villain !" 
You wore alluding to Turner; when you 
told Turner to clear out, ho said ho would 
go when he was ready I never heard 
you threaten to shoof Turner; I cannot 
tell w het her Turner had hold of your arm 
when the pistol went oil' 

Martha Wilkinson deposed; I am not 
the wife nf Webb, but lived at his house. 
Was present on the evening of the 4th, 
when Turner and Stewart came in. Webb 
was going into the diningroom at the 
lime. When Turner entered ho said to 
him, "\ou come into my house again, 
you villain, after the times 1 have ordered 
you away " Webb pointed a pistol at 
him, saying. "I'll make you go," and 
Turner knocked Ihe pistol up when it 
went off. Turner then said to Webb, 
"If it was not for my children I would 
shoot you." 1 then wont outside with the 
children . 

To the Court— Did not know that Webb 
had a pistol before he pointed it at Tur- 
ner. 

OHicer Lindsay testified that when 
prisoner was arrested, he said: "I 
caught bun in the act and shot him like a 
dog '' Turner said he did nut want to 
make any charge against prisoner. The 
latter was excited and appeared to have 
been drinking. 

This closed the evidence for the prose- 
cution, 

The evidence having been read over to 
the prisoner, tho magistrate administered 
the usual caution, and asked Webb if he 
had anything to say. 

"I only wish," said he, "to show tho 
great provocation 1 have had. My only 
ooject in making a statement would be 
to get bail." 

Tho toagistrato stated that ho had no 
power in this case to take bail, and com- 
mitted the prisoner to stand his trial at 
the next assises.

He is AtMOST Shot and then Sentenced 
to Siberia. 



Tlio London Spectator gives this 
brief history of tho brillinnt Russian 
novelist Feodor Mikailovitch Dostoy 
nvsky: At 'J :i lie produced a romance, 
The .Poor Folk, which won the warm 
approval of Russian critics, ar.d made 
Ilia name known to every Russian who 
could read. "A new CJogol in born," ex- 
claimed tho poet Bielmsky, whon he 
had road the Look. In any other coun- 
try a beginning so brilliant would have 
[insured an author affluence, if not for- 
tune. But to DoHtoyevaky, it hruught 
nothing more substantial than fame, 
and for forty long years this man, who 
has been called the Russian Shakos- 
peare, struggled in the mire of indig- 
ence and debt. Save when in prison or 
at tho hulks, ho hardly ever knew what 
it wus to be free from the earking cares 
of poverty. He came very near being 
■* banged, too. In 13-18 a few western 
ideas began to penetrate into tiie em- 
pire of the night, and Dostoyevsky was 
induced to join a society, organized by 
a man by the name of Petracbevaky, 
for the discussion of social and political 
questions. It went on for nearly two 
years without exciting the attention of 
the police, and it was only in lS-f'.l 
thai, the Russian government, alarmed 
by the spread of revolutionary ideas in 
neighboring countries, broke up the so- 
ciety and arrested .53 of its members, 
among whom were Dostoyevsky and 
his brother, it does not appear, how- 
ever, that they had taken a leading 
part either in the organization or the 
proceedings of the society, for tho 
brother was shortly afterwards releas- 
ed, and the only charges the police 
could bring against Kcodor were that 
be had taken part in the conversations 
iin the severity of the censorship ami 
listened to the reading of seditious, 
books and pamphlets. H« was among 
the twenty one who were tried — in all 
sence--by a military tribunal, and sen- 
tenced to they knew not what, until 
some tflme later. On December the 
181 'J, however, they were taken from 
their cells to Semenoysky square, whore 
a scaflold had been erected and every 
preparation made for an execution. 
There was even a cart load of cotlins 
on tho ground. While the prisoners 
stood on the scatVold Dostoyevsky com- 
municated to Moubelli, one of his com- 
panions, the plan of a novel which he 
had thought out in his cull. Then they 
were ordered, despite the terrible cold, 
to strip to their shirts and listen to the 1 
reading of their sentence. It lasted 
half an hour, bill only when the end 
was reached did they know that they 
were condemned to death and ordered 
to be shot in bunches. The first batch 
consisted of Petrachevsky and two 
other ringleaders. They were fastened 
i o*n post, and the firing party ordered 
to advance. The officer in command 
gave the words, "Load! present!" The 
soldiers' lingers were on the triggers of 
their pieces, and he was abcut to say, 
"Fire!" when a white Hag was run up 
and fluttered to the breeze. It was a 
sign of grace. The czar had granted a 
commutation of sentence passed by 
the court-martial. Instead of death the 
twenty-one victims had to undergo 
various terms of penal servitude. Dos- 
toyevsky's doom was four years' hard 
labor in Siberia, an indefinite term of 
service as a common soldier, depriva- 
tion of bis rank as a noble, and loss of 
all his civil rights! 

Dostoievsky's experiences in Siberia 
are narrated in the only bonk of his 
which, till within a week or two, had 
been translated into English, Buried 
Alho. It in not, however, generally 
known that 'bis hook is a record of 
what Dostoyevsky himself saw and un- 
derwent, for the ostensible narrator in 
a certain Alexander Petrovitch Gori- 
antchikotl, under the sentence of ten 
years' penal servitude for a civil crime 
-killing his wife in a lit of justifiable 
jealousy. This device was adopted to 
avoid the perils of the censorship, for 
at that time the Russian government 
would not admit, or have it said that 
political offenders existed; and Siberia 
ss a place of punishment was never 
mentioned. Even the judges designal 
e,l it. by an euphemism, Had Dostoy- 
evsky written in his own name an ac 
count of his adventures, his manuscript 
or proofs would have been confiscated 
and himself punished a second time. 
All this was, of course, well known in 
lluaaia, where the book made a verita 
hie sensation, lis exposure of the 
frightful abuses which then prevailed 
in Siberian prisons, where convicts 
were not infrequently (logged to death, 
even roused the government to action, 
and led to considerable reforms in the 
tt) si em of penal wivit ude. 

DoHtoyevaky underwent his full 
t'Tiii of hard labor; but was exempted 
from nerving in the army; ami after 
bis return to civilization, betook him- 
M il' once more to literature, and wrote 
fin- books which, though they may not 
have brought him much substantial re- 
wurd, place him in the very lirst rank 
nl lb.' world'H novelists.
